Historical south ae Building

- A south side building that started as one of the first 
grocery stores in Grayling burned Sunday in a fire that start- 


The building was currently used as a four-family apart- 
ment building, and all families were able to evacuate. One of 
‘the residents in an apartment smelled smoke and reported 


‘the fire. 


John Wilcox, chief of the Grayling Fire Department, said 
the cause of the blaze was still being investigated as of Mon- 
‘day morning. The front of the building was burnt almost 
down and the rest of the building was damaged. The Beaver 
Creek Fire Dept. assisted with the fire-fighting. The crews 
were at the scene eight hours and Elaine Riley and the Amer- 


ican Red Cross brought hot food and drink to the crews. 


The building housed a grocery on the south side probably 
starting in the early 1900's. Marshall Atkinson bought the 
store in 1915 operating it until 1925. His wife, Lottie Atkinson 
ran it from 1925 to 1939. Their daughter, Clara (Atkinson) 
Sorenson and Bud Sorenson ran the store as Sorenson’s IGA 
from 1939 to 1960. The building was closed from 1960 to 1967 
when Loren Goodale bought it and operated a Sears store 
there for three years. The building was then sold and turned

their work for 1985. 

1 supported the amend- 
ment to H.B. 5162 that would 
have placed a_ $250,000 
ceiling on ‘‘pain and suffer- 
ing’’ awards, financial 
damages that are usuaily 
determined by judges and 

_juries. The amendment fail- 
ed by a vote of 50-53. Fifty- 
six votes are needed for 
passage. 

An attempt to increase the 
ceiling to $500,000 was also 
defeated by the House, but a 
Senate version of the bill in- 
cludes the $250,000 cap on 
awards. A conference com- 
mittee is expected to forge 
an agreement in 1986.

malpractice, are the astro- 
nomical awards that judges 
and juries have been grant- 
ing to plaintiffs in malprac- 
tice cases.

cost spiral}. 

The Michigan Hospital

This Winter's Snowfall 
Way Above Average 


Some Crawford County residents were 
spoiled last year when only a few inches of 
snow were on the ground after Christmas. 

This year’s snowfall — way above 
average — has brought them back to the 
reality of northern lower Michigan. 

According to the United States Weather 
Service based in Houghton Lake, 33.5 inches 
of white stuff had fallen as of Thursday, 
Dec. 26. That is well above the average of 
95.5 inches recorded vy Dec. 26 for ihe last 
41 years. 

The month of December snowfall was at 
20.9 inches as of Dec. 26, 1985. That is also 
well above the average menthly snowfall of 
15.8 inches as of Dec. 26 for the last 41 years. 

The record amount for snowfall during 
December was 30.4 inches during 1968 at the 
Houghton Lake U.S. Weather Service 
Station. 

This year’s total of 20.9 inches as of Dec. 


26 isn’t far off that mark because it was ° 


snowing Friday with more snowfall expect- 
ed before the end of the month. ; 

The least amount of snow during the 
month of December was recorded in 1982 
with only 4.8 inches falling the entire month. 

The most snowfall in 24 hours recorded at 
Houghton Lake was 13.2 inches in 1980. 

Over the course of the year, Houghton 
Lake and Crawford County snowfall totals 
do not differ too much, national weather ser- 
vice workers said. _ : 

Grayling and Gaylord totals differ a lot, 
however. Gaylord was close to passing a 
record of 54 inches of snowfall for December 
as of December 24. Their totai snowfall to 
date at Dec. 24 was 75 inches. 

National weather service workers said 
Gaylord probably gets more lake effect 
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snow than Houghton Lake or Grayling. Gay- 
lord is closer to Lake Michigan and Grand 
Traverse Bay. 

Generally, the farther north in Michigan 
you go, the more snow you’ll see. The record 
amount of snowfall was recorded in Dela- 
ware on the Keewenaw Peninsula in the 
U.P. with 398 inches falling in 1977-78. 

According to records kept by Chuck Fick, 
of Grayling, there was more snow on the 
ground here on Dec. 27 than in the last ten 
years at that date. 

Snow on the ground measured 19.5 inches 
this December 27 compared to only 4.0 
inches for December 27, 1984. 

In 1983, there was a lot of snow, 18 inches, 
on the ground on December 23. In 1982, it 
was raining Dec. 27 with only patches of 
snow remaining. 

In 1981, on December 27, there was 5.5 in-

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Congress Allocates 
$300,000 To Buy 
Wakeley Lake Site 


Congress has allocated $800,000 in 1986 for 
the Huron National Forest to acquire the 
1,415-acre Wakeley Lake tract. 

A group called Trust for Public Land is 
expected to buy the land within the next 
couple of months and then sell it to the 
National Forest Service through a land 
transfer. 

The 1,415-acre tract includes Wakeley 
Lake, which covers about 150 acres. 

The southern part of the tract borders M- 
72 East. The land extends north to within a 
quarter mile of the mainstream AuSable. 
Wakeley Creek, a small outlet from the 
lake, runs to the mainstream through the 
property. 

There’s an active eagle nesting site near 
the lake and loons also nest along the lake. 

The land will be included in the Huron- 
Manistee National Forest. 

Under public ownership, the land could be 
opened to hunting and fishing. But before 
any land is opened to the public, forest ser- 
vice personnel say plans will be made. to 
make sure the eagles and loons are protect- 
ed. 

The iand is owned by Andrew Kalman, of 
Dearborn. Kalman said earlier he could 
have sold the land to real estate developers 
Several times but preferred to turn the land 
into public domain. He says most of the land 
has been left in its natural state for almost 
60 years. 

Congress approved the funds for the 


Wakeley tract in a catch-all spending bill to 
fund agencies without regular appropria- 
tions for fiscal year 1986. 

When talk of the sale first surfaced in 
October, Grayling Township Supervisor 
Arnold Stancil said he had mixed feelings 
about it. 

‘A property owner has the right to sell the 
land however he chooses, but as an elected 
official of the township I have to do what I 
can to protect the taxpayers here,’’ Stancil 
said. “We can’t afford to donate anymore 
land to public ownership.” 

Kent Reynolds, Crawford AuSable Super- 
intendent, said in October he was also op- 
posed to the sale because it represented a 
sizable loss of tax base and none of the 
governmental units can afford it. 

“Seventy percent of the land in Crawford 
County already is in federal or state owner- 
ship,” said Reynolds. “This would just put a 
bigger burden on the taxpayers here.” 

Taxes on the private land brought in more 
than $13 an acre in revenue for the county, 
school districts, and township. Federal 
compensation for the land will be about 75 
cents an acre. 

The total loss of revenue will be about . 
$18,000 4 year countywide. Crawford — 
AuSable School District will lose about 
$12,500 a year, Crawford County $3,800 a 
year, Kirtland Community College $670, 
COOR Intermediate School District $500, 
and Grayling Township $475,

Snowmobile season is upon 
us with the arrival of cold 
weather enthusiasts anti- 
cipated. Although the num- 
ber of people who take part 
in this sport is down drasti- 
cally from ten years ago, 
their effect on Northern 
Michigan is still consider- 
able. 

The snowmobile law (Act 
74 of 1968) has several .pro- 
visions which speak of the 
safety of snowmobilers. The 
most important of these pro- 
visions is also the most mis- 
understood and most widely 
disregarded. I am referring 
to the section which pro- 
hibits the operation of a 
snowmobile upon a public 
highway. 

A highway is defined as 
“the entire width between 
the boundary lines of every 
way publicly maintained...” 
This includes the roadway or 
main traveled portion, the 
shoulder and the right-of- 
way. Now, with the pro- 
hibition in place, the law 
allows some exceptions. 
First, a snowmobile may be 
operated on the right-of-way, 
if it is operated on the ex- 
treme 
the flow of traffic . Second, a 
snowmobile may be oper- 


ated on the roadway or. 


shoulder when necessary to 
cross a bridge or culvert. 
(The snowmobile must be 
brought to a complete stop 
and yield to approaching 
vehicles). Third, a snowmo- 
bile may be operated across 
a public highway when going 
from one area to another. 
(Again, come to a complete 
stop and yield to all traffic.) 
Finally, a county may open 
up the county road system to 
the operation of snowmo- 
biles on the “right-of-way or 
shoulder” of the county 
roads. 

This is the misunderstood 
part. The term “‘county road 
system’”’ does not include 
state trunk lines. Neither 
does ‘‘right-of-way or 
shoulder” include the road- 
way. 

Therefore, the county can- 


.,,- mot permit the operation of a 


snowmobile on the right-of- 
way or shoulder of M-72 or 
M-08 or aiiy Other State high- 
way. 

Similarly, the open portion 
of County Road 612, for 
example, does not include 
the roadway itself - only the 
right-of-way and shoulder. 

At no time may a snow- 
mobile be operated within 
the right-of-way of a limited 
access highway.
